_ Eelative merits and costs of flood control and water conser- 


vation clams at the Forks and Granite Dyke sites in the San 
Gabriel canyon were presented to the county board of supervis- 
ors in a lengthy report by J. A. Bell and H. Hawgood, consult- 
ing engineers, on Monady of this week. 


While the report declared that it had been prepared to "ex- 


haustively and impartially ascertain and compare the physical 
features and relative costs" of the sites, it made no definite 
recommendations. 
However, upon the comparisons presented 


proponents of the Forks site maintained that their position was 
vindicated in that this location was shown to be.preferable to 
that at Granite Dyke. 
. 


The engineers had been instructed by the board to prepare 


the report on January 21. The Forks site was the one primar- 
ily advocated when voters of the county adopted a $35,000,000 
bond issue in 1924 to finance the San Gabriel canyon flood con- 
trol and water conservation program. 
This site has been spon- 


sored by Chief County Engineer Reagan. 


More recently Pasadena has urged the supervisors to include 


in with the county program a contemplated development by that 
city at the Granite Dyke site. This location is advocated by the 
Pasadena engineering department. 


The report is divided into six chapters and an introduction. 


Eight plates are used to illustrate various subjects considered 
in the report. 


Subjects of the chapters follow: 
Reservoirs at the Granite Dyke site; comparative quanti- 


ties; relative costs of concrete materials; suitability of dam sites, 
geological condition; flood control and conservation and right 
of way.

In the introduction the report declares that there have boen 


two floods within the last forty years which have reached a 
"peak magnitude at the Forks of 73,000 cuhic feet per second" 
and that this discharge continued for six hours. 


It is also set forth that a dam built in the canyon should 


have a capacity sufficiently great to handle floods with peak dis- 
charges 25 per cent greater than the two within the 40-year 
period; that a 50 per cent longer period of discharge should also 
be considered, and that such storms might occur within a fre- 
quency of two weeks. 


On these three factors, named in the interest of safety, the 


report states that a reserve capacity of 128,000 acre feet shoulc 
be maintained for flood control purposes during months of flood 
danger and that flood discharge should be limited to 14,000

Maximum capacity of the two sites is placed at 240,000 acre 


feet at the Porks and 320,000 acre feet at Granite Dyke. 


Though the Granite Dyke site is six miles below the Forks 


site, the additional "catchment from which flood water would 
pass through the lower reservoir is about 71/-; per cent of the 
area draining through the Forks." 


Two alternate dams considered for the Granite Dyke site 


are outlined as (1) 563 feet high, having a conservation capa- 
city of 112,000 acre-feet, a flood control of 135,000 acre-feet, mak- 
ing a total of 247,000 acre-feet; and (2) 615 feet high with a 
total capacity of 319,000 acre-feet. 


The quantity of masonry for these dams would depend upon 


the depth of solid rock for foundations under the canyon sides 
and bottom. 
Three 
different1 


possible depths for the lower 
dam indicate that the masonry 
content might vary between 2,- 
975,000 and 
3,472,000 
cubic 


yards. 
Similar basis on com- 


parison for the proposed 615- 
foot dam place masonry content 
between 4,311,000 and 5,023,000 
cubic yards. 


These several quantities of 


masonry in relation to the dam 
proposed for the Forks site rep- 
resent between 80.5 and 13^.5 
per cent of the masonry of the 
structure for the latter location. 


Cost figures for the Forks 


dam are given in the report, as 
being $12,387,700. 
Depending 


on the heights and foundation 
depths for the six Granite Dyke 
dams considered, cost for a 
structure at this location would 
vary between $13,000,750 and 
$21,950,510. Additional factors 
might increase the latter struc- 
ture's cost $595,000, the report 
declares. 


In consideration of the safety 


element involved in building 
dams at the two sites the report 
declares that Prof. A. Lawsou 
of the University of California 
has described the Forks location 
as entirely satisfactory. Pro- 
fessor Woodford of Pomona col- 
lege stated that the Granite 
Dyke site shows some evidence 
of faulting but chat this does 
not 
render 
it 
undesirable.

eastern Los Angeles county the 
ranchers maintain a peculiar'philo- 
sophy concerning Perry Bashore and 
his willow twig. Whether the ranch- 
er be preparing to put down a well 
for his own property or sitting on 
a board of dirsctors for a big irri- 
gating corporation, tho individuals 
sum it up in this wise: 


"Personally, I don't take much 


stock in this water witch business. 
I want you to understand that in the 
first place. But when we are faced 
with the spending of thousands of 
dollars just on a chance of striking 
water, wo ought to use every means 
to safeguard our own money and 
that of others, don't you think? And 
whether we believe it or not, it 
seems that wo are liable to get dry 
holes when wo don't use him as a 
locator." 


Superstitious? No, certainly not. 


Hard-headed ranchers, dealing with 
a very material problem. 


There's the Covina Irrigating com- 


pany, the Azusa Irrigating company 
and a dozen other smaller concerns, 
all obliged to furnish water in large 
quantity for £ stretch of orchard

When they decide to put 
down a water well they hire Perry 
Bashore to locate it with his willow 
twig.

It is a far day down to the pres- 


ent since Moses smote the rock with 
lis divining rod and water gushed

the desert. The rod of Moses, con- 
secrated through faith, is the foun- 
dation for tho twig of today that 
turns downward when held above 
the underground streams of water. 
It has persisted down through all 
the ages. There are many "water 
witches" in California, most of

pure faith. 


But Perry Bashore does not pre- 


sume to explain his power as super- 
natural, or as a direct power from 
God. 'He grasps the twig in .both 


•wholly explain it," the wizard re- 
lates. "The person breaks the chain 
of this mysterious 'current as if a 
wire had been snapped. It is only 
once in a while that this happens. 
But it isn't what is known as elec- 
trical ensrgy. Rubber is a well- 
known non-conductor of electricity.

tribution. The discussion by F. .T. 
Veihmeyer of the college of agri- 
culture on the behavior of soil water 
brought out some rather interesting 
comments. 


Losses of water by capillary rise 


are not as important as prcvioxisly 
believed. Conservation of moisture 
by dust mulches is no longer impera- 
tive, in view of the fact that the 
greatest losses of water arc through 
the transpirntory activities of the 
plants. In this regard, the elimina- 
tion of weed growth is of extreme 
importance. W. M. Mcrtz, promi- 
nent grower and investigator of On- 
tario, related experiences and con- 
clusions on the efficient, handling of 
field irrigation, his lecture being re- 
plete with practical suggestions on 
irrigation economics and efficiency. 


A report on mottle leaf investiga- 


tions on 'citrus and 
walnuts was 


made by Dr. A. R. C. Hass, plant 
physiologist of the citrus experi- 
ment station, and while somewhat 
technical in nature, the explanation 
recently developed came as cheering 
news to the many growers ivho have 
suffered losses because of this mal- 
ady. 
According to Dr. Hass, the 


difficulty lies in plant nutrition, spe- 
cifically due to an over-balancing of 
plant food materials, resulting in the 
deficiency of the one important one, 
namely, calcium. Work to date has 
boon of ,1 fundamental character to 
develop information on causes. Prac- 
tical control methods in groves have 
not as yet been completely devised.

The Straw Vote 


A straw hnllot luis boon .franu'il the ob.iet-t of 


it is iiimniiiiri'd, is to tost popular sentiment on ntodifk-a- 
1ioii of tlic prohibition enl'oiveiiii'tit ;u-i. 
To have any value 


sui'h a poll must afford a real test of sentiment and the 
modification must lie one that could be enacted into legis- 
lation. 
Experience has shown that such polls are rarely 


;ui accurate test unless the entire voting: population is sutii- 
cieiitly aroused to take an active interest in them. In 
presidential campaigns the interest is strong enough in the 
final stage to get a i'ull expression. But on such an issue 
as prohibition the people are not deeply stirred. 
The eon- 


tented \vonld in all probability cast a relatively light vote 
and the discontented a relatively heavy vote. The result 
would not be a cross-section of public opinion. 


The straw ballot as framed puts this question: 
"Do 


you favor a modification of the Volstead act that would 
permit beer and light wine.1" This is not a possible sub- 
ject of legislation by congress. Jts powers in relation to 
the prohibition amendment have been determined by the 
United States Supreme Court. It may enforce prohibition, 
but it may not. the court says, permit or sanction what the 
(•.(institution Forbids. 
What the constitution forbids was 


jna.de clear in the ratification campaign. The principal 
ground on which it was opposed was that its object includ- 
ed the prohibition of wine and beer. The campaign was 
fought on the issue of wine and beer. 
Of this the back 


files of the press and the placards and advertisements are 
conclusive proof. 
It does not lie in the power of congress 


to permit any intoxicant or to permit some and exclude 
others. 
Is there no alternative to bone dry prohibition 


save repeal of the amendment itself.' 
Yes. there is one. 


While it is the duty of congress to enforce the constitution, 
if lias no superior and may not be compelled to perform 
its duty, 
li may neglect to make appropriations for en- 


forcement and it may repeal all penalties for violation. 
The m a n u f a c t u r e and sale of beer and wine would still be 
illegal, but there would lie no penalties to stop them. 
But 


the removal of penalties would mean that the country 
would be flooded with bootleg. To let in wine and beer 
by nullification of the constitution is to let in all intoxi- 
cants including poison moonshine. Yet this is the only 
practical way to let in wine and beer through legislation 
by congress. 


Congressman John Philip Hill of Maryland and other 


wet leaders are fully aware of this situation and their pro- 
gram contemplates getting liquor for the wet states in just 
this way. They have resurrected Calhoun's doctrine of 
state rights. Each state, they'say. should be free to shape 
its own policy on liquor notwithstanding the constitution, 
and other states should not attempt to impose on it the 
will of the union. They see in the repeal of the Volstead 
net the realization of their program, for Maryland and 
other wet states could then get liquor by non-enforcement 
of the law. 
This is Calhoun's doctrine of nullification 


down to date. 


Why do the wet "leaders advocate nullification instead 


of repeal of the eighteenth amendment? Because they are 
practical men and know that the vote on amendments is 
taken by states and that the wet states are a minority. 
They watch proceedings in congress and note that the repre- 
sentatives from five states—New York, New Jersey, Mary- 
land, Massachusetts and Rhode Island—are doing practi- 
cally all the fighting. There are supporters in otlier wet 
states^ but the delegations are not united. On the other 
hand, in a majority of the states the delegations are solidly 
dry. 


The proposal to amend the Volstead act to permit light 


wine and beer, wet leaders know, is molasses to catch flies. 
Such an amendment would be absolutely void because con- 
gress cannot permit some intoxicants and exclude others 
without a modification of the prohibition amendment in the 
constitution itself. A straw ballot which would place 
squarely before the people the actual wet program might 


- do some good. That program presents just one question, 


namely, shall the teeth be taken out of the Volstead act 
so' that the fifteen wet states may if they choose get liquor 
illegally by removing penalties for the violation of the 
eighteenth amendment? 
Whether intoxicating liquor is 


worth the cost of a policy expressing contempt for the su- 
preme law of the land is a question that the people, of the 
fifteen wet states will do well to consider seriously.—San 
Jose Mercurv.
